The firm is in his wifes name but 
Lawson confirmed to the Mirror that he 
was responsible for the company’s debts. 

In a statement, he said: “As the 
Guarantor and not the insolvent, the 
matter is in hand and ongoing” 

Lawson has had financial woes 
previously. In 2001, he had to declare 
himself bankrupt, owing almost £200,000 
to the Inland Revenue and finance firms. 

He first appeared in Corrie in 1989 and 
was aregular for 11 years, then made brief 
comebacks between 2003 and 2018. 

In May, we told how Beverley Callard, 
67, who played his on-screen wife Liz in 
Corrie, owed HMRC £100,000 after her 
company, JMBJ Limited, went bust.

A LIFELONG Tory voter told Keir Starmer 
she is switching to Labour for the first 
time, following a horrific hospital visit. 

Ex-business owner Mandy Snelgrove, 77, 
said the government under Rishi Sunak was a 
“big mess” and had left the NHS in tatters. 

Ms Snelgove said she waited 12 hours at a 
hospital in September last year before being 
sent back home at 2am without being seen. 

She returned the next day and waited for 
another six hours without being seen. 

Ms Snelgrove, who had symptoms of acute 
diverticulitis disease, a digestive condition 
affecting the intestine, added: “They finally 
sent for me in December - four months later” 

The pensioner, who said the NHS was one 
of the reasons she would now vote Labour, told 
the Mirror: “My father voted Conservative, so 
I voted Conservative all my life” 

She met Mr Starmer and Shadow Work and 
Pensions Secretary Liz Kendall at the Bridge 
Coffee cafe in Bolton, Greater Manchester. Ms 
Kendall warned that the chaos inflicted by the 


Tories after 14 years in power is ruining the 
quality of retirement and urged pensioners to 
look at their wallets and “vote this rabble out". 

Last week, Mr Sunak unveiled a “triple lock 
plus’ to raise the tax-free pension allowance. 

But yesterday, Ms Kendall described the 
Conservatives’ attempts to woo pensioners 
ahead of the General Election as a joke. 

In an interview with the Mirror, she said: 
“This is the party that has increased the tax 
burden to the highest rate for 70 years. 

“This a Tory Party whose cost-of-living crisis 
has hit pensioners hard. So forgive me for 
putting that policy in the bin with the rest of 
the Tories promises, where it belongs" 

As well as a sit-down chat with Mr Starmer, 
Ms Snelgrove praised one of her friends who 
campaigned for Labour and helped get her 
disability payments and a Blue Badge. 

Asked what she thought of the current 
government, Ms Snelgrove replied: "It's a bit of 
a mess, if I can say that.

D-DAY heroes described their memories 
and nightmares as they returned to the 
scene of the Normandy landings with the 
Royal British Legion, 80 years on. 

For at least two of them, it was the first time 
they had returned since that bloody day in 1944. 

Joe Mines, who was tasked with clearing 
mines from Ver-sur-Mer using only bayonets, is 
one of those who had never been back. 

He says: "There were too many bad memo- 
ries. I saw five men killed in front of me. But I 
felt I had to come because I owed it to everyone 
here to come back before it was too late. 

"Today, they don't know what a good time 
they ve got. I'm not a hero or a sir. Im just an 
ordinary bloke from Bethnal Green’ 

His daughter Sheron Easter, 63, adds: “He 
didnt used to talk about what happened during 
the war until he started selling poppies. This 
will be his first and last time going to France’ 

It is feared for all of these men, it will be their 
last major act of remembrance. 


Bi Jack Mortimer, 100, from Leeds, West 
Yorks, was just 20 when he landed on Sword 
Beach as a Royal Army Ordnance Corps driver 
and despatch rider. He says: "There were thou- 
sands and thousands of ships on either side of 
us, loads of vehicles, tanks and artillery. It was 
dangerous, there were snipers all around’ 


B Harry Birdsall, 98, from Wakefield, West 
Yorks, was a Royal Army Service Corps private 
and supplied equipment to the docks in the 
run-up to D-Day. He also helped evacuate 
Belsen concentration camp and needed treat- 
ment after the war, saying: “I just couldnt get 
the horror of it all out of my mind? 


BBernard Morgan, 100, from Crewe, 
Cheshire, served in the RAF and landed on 
Gold Beach on D-Day. He says: “Gold Beach was 
one of the better landing points, but I can still 
vividly remember seeing dead bodies scattered 
all over the beach as I came ashore, and that is 
a sight that will stay with me forever” 


Bi Albert Keir, 98, from Derbyshire, was part 
of the Royal Navy crew ferrying US troops on to 
Utah beach, saying: “At night, when it was dark, 
the sky was lit up with all different sorts of 
colours, tracer bullets and different things... it’s 
very difficult to try and get it out of your mind’ 


Bi Joe Mines, 99, from Hornchurch in 
London, recalls of his Royal Pioneer Corps 
service: ^A mate of mine that I was called up 
with came ashore with me, and he got machine- 
gunned and was cut in two pieces soon after we 
landed. There were five people in front of me 
who all got gunned down, he was one of them? 


BRoy Harrison, 98, from Amersham, 
Bucks, served in the Royal Navy on HMS 
Diadem and was anchored off Juno beach.

He recalls 
artillery fire, Germans hiding in the woods, a 
sniper near-miss and burned tanks and bodies. 


E Richard Trelease, 99, from Cowbridge, 
South Wales, was a radar operator and navi- 
gator who supported the Canadian troops that 
were landing on to Juno. His crew was 


appointed deputy manager of the Defence of 
the Eastern Flank - then German territory - 
keeping the landing crafts in line. 


E Alan Kennett, 99, of Lichfield, Stafford- 
shire, was in the RAF. He recalls: “We were still 
UK-based and ensuring the aircraft were being 
serviced and refuelled. When we went into the 
mess for breakfast on the morning of the 6th 
June, there were a number of tough-looking 
commandos in khaki combats. Apparently 
during the night their glider had broken loose 
from the towing plane and believing that they 
were in France, landed at Ford’ 
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E John Life, 100, from Greatstone, Kent, 
suffered such bad sea sickness on the way over 
he was relieved to land on Sword Beach, despite 
recalling shells landing around him. Then, he 
says: “I casually looked back and saw the lad 
behind me clutch his throat... he was shot in 
the throat and killed. That was the closest I got 
to not making it. I was lucky”

Still a real

THE night before Kelsey Trevett won a 
Pride of Britain award, they dreamed they 
were flying above the audience, clasping 
the silver trophy in their hands. 

Although this dream never materialised 
- host Carol Vorderman joked health and 
safety would never allow it - Kelsey, then 
eight, recalls the night as one of the most 
extraordinary experiences of their life. 

Kelsey, who is completely blind, was 
honoured as a Child of Courage in 2010. 

Pride of Britain judges were blown away 
by their determination to help others, as a 
champion for disabled young people. 

And 14 years later, Kelsey is still making 
the world a better place, with a job in net 
zero campaigning - as well as advocating 
for disability rights and social justice. 

"| won the Child of Courage award for 
weirdly what | went on to do when | was 
older,” they explained. "| was trying to 
make sure that the voices of disabled kids 
were represented in the structures that are 
making decisions about them. 

"|think it came out of frustration as, like 
many disabled young people, | found 
myself in situations where my voice was 
either tokenistic or excluded altogether." 

Kelsey lost their left eye at just 16 weeks 
old due to a rare form of cancer called 
retinoblastoma. The cancer then returned 
in their other eye, meaning by the age of 
Six they had two artificial eyes. 

But nothing stopped Kelsey from 
achieving their dreams of studying politics 
and philosophy at Oxford - as well as 
actually flying. They added: "After Pride of 
Britain, someone got in touch, saying they 
wanted to make the flying thing a reality - 
and | went and did indoor skydiving."

45% worry 
about school 
uniform cost 


ALMOST half of parents 
and guardians will struggle 
to pay for their child's new 
school uniform this year. 

A study has found 45% 
are concerned about costs, 
up from 40% in 2023. 

Two-thirds say school 
uniform is the costliest 
expense of the back-to- 
school season, at an 
average of £161 per child. 

The study by pub chain 
Flaming Grill found this is 
compounded by parents 
replacing an average seven 
items of clothing a year - 
with shoes, trousers and 
shirts the costliest. 

The research found 54% 
of parents are seeking to 
buy second-hand uniforms 
to save money, compared 
with 4696 last year.

A BABY girl who was abandoned in 


a shopping bag in sub-zero 
temperatures is the third infant to 
be dumped by the same parents. 

The newborn, named Elsa, was 
discovered by a dog walker in January, 
as temperatures plunged to -4C. 

DNA tests show she has a brother 
and sister, known as Harry and Roman. 

They were discovered abandoned in 
a similar way in 2017 and 2019, with the 
parents of all three still not dentified. 

The heartbreaking new twist can 
now be reported for the first time after 
a judge lifted restrictions on the link 
between the siblings. 

Harry was found dumped in a 
park in Plaistow, East London, in 
September 2017. He had been | 
wrapped in a white blanket before 
being rushed to hospital. 

Roman was discovered in a park 
in Newham two years later. 

She had been placed in a Sains- | 
bury’s bag then left by a bench as 
snow and freezing temperatures 
gripped London. Both Harry and 
Roman - not their real names - 
have since been adopted. 

Their younger sister - named 
after the princess in Disney' 
Frozen - was wrapped in a towe

THE use of AI in mammo- 
grams can save lives by 
detecting more breast can- 
cers, research has shown. 

Radiologists found that 
compared to screening 
without AI the system 
discovered significantly 
more breast cancers - 
0.82% compared to 0.7096. 

The team in Denmark 
found AI also had a lower 
false-positive rate of 1.6396, 
against 2.3996 without it. 

In the Al-screened 
group, the recall rate fell by 
20.596, and the radiologists 
reading workload was 
lowered by 33.496. 

Dr Andreas Lauritzen, of 
the University of Copen- 
hagen, said: "Population- 
based screening with 
mammography reduces 
breast cancer mortality.

Images tell story 
of innocent lives 
Shattered by war

MOVING images of Gaza's children 
have gone on display to highlight 
their helplessness after eight 
months of Israeli bombardment. 

Thousands of young people have been 
injured or killed in the continuing 
onslaught and many ofthe survivors are 
injured or have lost loved ones. 

Most are underweight, with as many 
as 3,500 at risk of starvation due to the 
war, according to aid workers. 

The exhibition, to mark International 
Day of Innocent Children Victims of 
Aggression, came as overnight airstrikes 
killed 11 more people in Gaza - 
including a family of three in the Bureij 
refugee camp. About 36,000 people have 
been killed in Israel's reprisals for the 
brutal October 7 Hamas attacks. 

In the occupied West Bank, troops 
killed two Palestinian militants trying to 
launch a shooting attack toward Israeli 
communities. And emergency services 
worked all night to put out 1,000 acres 
of fire in northern Israel after Hezbollah 
fired missiles into communities. 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu is under pressure to accept 
a US-led ceasefire proposal, which could 
ensure the return of scores of hostages 
taken by Hamas on October 7. 

The expanding offensive in the 
southern Gaza city of Rafah has largely 
cut off the flow of food, medicine and 
other supplies to Palestinians.

MORE than a million tons of raw 
sewage was released from a single 
pumping station into the North Sea 
last year by a firm that boasts of 
its excellent environmental record. 

Northumbrian Water gave the esti- 
mated release of sewage from its Whit- 
burn site after a Freedom of Information 
request. A tribunal ruled the company 
needed to provide local 
Steve Lavelle with data. 

The water firm said it 
had "some of the lowest 
amounts and durations of 
spills in the country". 

It calculated 1.007 
million tons of sewage 
was discharged in 2023 in 
a part of the Durham 
coast designated a special 
area of conservation. 

Prof Darren Grocke, a 
biogeochemist at Durham 
University, warned an 
"environmental and ecological 
assessment is urgently needed" if the 
figures were confirmed. 

Most of the UK has a combined 
sewerage system with rainwater and 


wastewater in the same pipes. Capacity 
can sometimes be exceeded during 
periods of heavy rain. 

Northumbrian Water said the figure 
was a result ofthe eleventh wettest year 
on record, with rainfall for the North 
East 3596 higher than in 2022. 

It added: "We have the best 
environmental record of any water 
company in England, with no serious 

pollution incidents 
throughout the whole of 
2023, or any since 2021. 
"Over the past two 
decades we have made 
huge investments to 
improve bathing waters. 
"The result of our 
programme means that 
32 of our 34 bathing 
waters in the North East 
are rated as excellent 
or good in the latest 
Defra classifications. 
"The beaches at 
Whitburn and Roker have achieved 
excellent status every year since the 
guidelines were introduced

PAEDOPHILES could be 
surgically castrated in the 
US state of Louisiana. 

State Governor Jeff 
Landry is set to sign a bill 
into law after fellow 
Republicans voted to 
approve the punishment. 

The procedure would 
be carried out after a 
conviction of certain 
aggravated sex crimes - 
including rape, incest and 
molestation - against a 
child aged under 13. 

It would be the first time 
surgical castration has 
been used as a punish- 
ment in the US. 


DETERRENT 


A handful of states 
allow chemical castration 
which uses medication to 
block testosterone and 
decrease sex drive. Surgical 
castration is a far more 
invasive procedure. 

Democrat Regina 
Barrow, the state senator 
who authored the 
legislation, said she hopes 
it will act a deterrent. 

She added: “We are 
talking about babies being 
violated by somebody. 
That is inexcusable"

WEIGHT-loss jabs have enormous 
potential as a new weapon in the fight 
against cancer, experts say. 

They are proven to reverse diabetes 
and cut risk of heart attacks and stroke. 

Now, research presented at the world's 
largest oncology conference raises hopes 
they can slash the risk of tumours. 

One study of 34,000 patients suggests 
they cut the risk of cancer over 15 years 


selling appetite-suppressing 
drugs, Wegovy and Ozempic,

tide but sold at different doses. 

Semaglutide is only approved on the 
NHS for Type 2 diabetes but people are 
buying it privately for obesity. 

Trials showed its stronger dose form, 
Wegovy, could help users lose 1596 of 
their weight in 68 weeks. 

The drugs have become popular 
after celebrities including Sharon 
Osbourne, Elon Musk and ex-PM Boris 
Johnson boasted about trying them. 

They slow digestion and reduce 
appetite by mimicking a key hormone 
which regulates hunger called 
glucagon-like peptide-1 (GLP-1). 

Mounjaro, which is made by Eli Lilly, 
also targets a hormone called GIP to 
boost its effect on appetite suppression. 

Trials showed it could help obese 
people lose 2196 of their body weight in 


by a fifth. Dr Mitchell Lazar, from Penn 
Medicine in Philadelphia, said: "Obesity is 
arisk factor for nearly all cancers. The 
revolution in the treatment of obesity 
has enormous potential to prevent new 
cancers and reduce the severity and 
growth rate of existing tumours." 
Appetite-suppressing jabs like Wegovy 
belong to a class of medicines called 
GLP- receptor agonists. They mimic the

THE cost-of-living squeeze has 
made people more willing to open 
up to friends and loved ones about 
money matters. 

We are far better at talking about 
our finances now compared to back in 
2019, according to a Virgin Money 
survey. It can be a tricky topic, but 
more than half of those polled said 
they feel comfortable discussing 
money with their friends. 

Understandably, with living costs 
putting a strain on all budgets, house- 
hold bills and the cost of everyday 
essentials are the topics people are 
most open to discussing. 

The research found for those who 
do feel comfortable talking to friends 
about finances, the main reason was 
because cost-of-living pressures have 
simply made it an unavoidable topic. 

Wages were the third most popular 
topic up for discussion, with nearly a 
third of people saying they are open to 
chatting about their pay. 

Saying that, just one in six would 
openly share or post about their salary

on social media. More than eight in 10 
people think the salary should be 
clearly stated on job adverts, according 
to the survey of 1,000 people by 
OnePoll in March. 

It also found the Gen-Z generation 
- those born between 1996 and 2010 
- feels the most comfortable talking 
about cash. 


Embarrassed 


Nearly 7096 of 18 to 24-year-olds are 
happy to discuss money issues with 
friends. 

And being more open about money 
can have its advantages. 

Some people think being able to talk 
freely about it helps them say no to 
social situations without feeling 
embarrassed or pressured to attend. 

This attitude has been encouraged 
by the "loud budgeting" social media 
trend, where people are vocal about 
their financial priorities. 

Talking openly and sharing financial 
problems and frustrations can also 
make you feel less anxious, and a third 


of those quizzed said it helped them to 
take control of their budget and be 
realistic about their finances. 

Being at ease discussing money 
matters can also help you stay ahead 
of scams. 

Forinstance, chatting about a dodgy 
text, cold call or email 
youve received could help 
to prevent a friend or family [4^ 
member from falling for a 
similar scam. 

Graeme Sands, head of 
personal banking at Virgin 
Money, says: "The subject 
of personal finance has 
leapt up the news agenda 
in the last five years, and it's 
positive to see that with a 
backdrop of cost-of-living pressures, 
most people now feel more 
comfortable discussing their finances 
with friends.

In fact, it’s hugely important to be open 
and honest about money with loved 
ones to improve our collective 
relationship with money: 

And while it appears the majority of 
us do feel comfortable talking about it, 
and it’s getting better, nearly a fifth 
admit they feel uncomfort- 
able doing so. 

The research also indi- 
cates women feel less 
happy opening up about 
wages, bills and money 
worries, with 49% of them 
feeling comfortable, 
compared to 64% of men. 

For those who arent 
comfortable with the topic, 
43% say it’s because they 
are embarrassed about their finances 
and 42% say they have been told that 
it’s a taboo subject or bad manners to 
discuss money with friends. 

Alina Jaffer, a money expert at Virgin 
Money, has some tips on how to build 
confidence talking about money - and 
explains why it's so important:

Keep the conversation

Alina says: “The cost-of-living crisis 
has impacted almost everyone in 
some way. 

“But one benefit of that situation is 
that there is now much more of a 
common ground when it comes to 
talking about money, and people have 
got better at opening up about their 
finances as a result. 

“So instead of focusing on the 
negatives, try to start by discussing 
some of the positives. 

“For example, what youre currently 
saving for and why, what youre looking 
forward to spending some money on 
after payday and what the best thing 
you bought last month was. 

“These things can be as big or as 
small as you like. 

“But its good to remind 
yourself what youre working 
towards and helps to have a valuable, 
judgment-free conversation around 
money:

Set financial

"Its important to feel as 
comfortable as possible when 
you are talking about money;

"So it's sensible to set some 
boundaries around which 
areas you are and equally 
arent willing to discuss ahead 
of starting the conversation - for example, 
you might be happy to chat about 
your bills but dont want to open up about 
your salary. 

"Setting boundaries in advance keeps 
the conversation focused on 'safe topics 
and helps to avoid any awkward

They insist the rules, introduced in 
2021, were approved by rivals to stifle 
their success on the pitch - and 
represent a “tyranny of the majority”. 

If City are successful in their hearing, 
it could allow the league's richest clubs 
to value future sponsorship deals 
without independent assessment. 

This would boost the amount of 
money they can raise and allow them 
to spend huge sums on new signings. 

City argue they are the victims of 
"discrimination" and are seeking 
damages from the Premier League. 

The other 19 top-flight clubs have 
been invited to participate in the 
legal action. 

And while one has chosen to side 
with City, it is reported that at least 
half have decided to side with the 
Premier League and support their 
defence against the claim. 

City's rivals believe what the 
Manchester club is now doing will 
nullify spending rules - and destroy the 
competitiveness of the most popular 
league in the world. 

Both parties are spending millions 
on their respective legal teams in a bid 
to win a battle that could split the top 
flight in two.

THE barrister who helped overturn an 
EFL salary cap has been hired to stop 
a new Premier League spending rule. 

Nick De Marco KC worked with the 
Professional Footballers' Association 
to see off proposals to implement wage 
caps in League One and Two in 2020. 

De Marco is now working with the 
players' union once again, to challenge 
potential spending restrictions for the 
20 top-flight clubs. 

The Premier League will discuss the 
idea of "anchoring" at their AGM in 
Harrogate tomorrow, although a vote 
on the issue is not expected. 

That will mean that spending on 
wages, transfers and agents would be 
restricted to a multiple of the TV and 
prize money earned by the Premier 
League's bottom club. 

The idea is to stop clubs outspending 
rivals so the Premier League remains 
competitive, with the 20 clubs due to 
discuss options at the meeting. 

But the players' union is likely to be 
unhappy at the prospect of big 
restrictions on wages and earnings.

Preheat the oven to 190C/gas 5/ -S 


fan 170C and get out an ovenproof 

dish (measuring 20 by 30cm, and 
about 5cm deep). Meanwhile, put a 
large pan of water on to boil for the 
pasta. When it is boiling rapidly, tip in 
the pasta with a generous sprinkling 
of salt. Give it a stir, return to the boil 
and cook for 6 minutes. Add the 
broccoli, then return the water to the boil and cook for 4 
minutes more, until the broccoli is on the firm side of just 
tender. Drain well. 

While the pasta is cooking, put the butter, flour and milk 

in a large pan and heat, whisking or stirring continuously, 
until it thickens to make a smooth sauce. Remove from the 
heat and stir in the mascarpone, sundried tomatoes, capers 
(if using), anchovies (if using) and basil, then add the pasta 
and broccoli and season well. 

Halve the salmon fillets widthways (you will see that 

there is an obvious divide on each fillet) then place the 
pieces in a single layer on the base of the ovenproof dish. 


Spoon the broccoli mixture on top, then scatter with the 
grated cheddar. (You can chill this for up to 4 hours if you 
want to get ahead.) 
Bake for 30 minutes until the mixture is just starting to 
bubble round the edges and the mixture is pale golden - 
don't let it go too dark or the fish will overcook.
